plant, said the council is 
| prepared to meet if the 
I minister calls them. 

"We have been ready, 

] willing and able to meet in an 
attempt to resolve this dispute 
every day since it started,’’ 
said Guy. "We are still 
ready.” 

Key issue in the dispute is 
job security for all employees 
m the face of technological 
change and possible merger of 
the two papers. 

The union wishes to protect 
all its members, with staff 
reductions coming about 
through attrition as workers 
move or retire, while Victoria 
Press wishes only to protect 
the jobs of certain workers. 

No discussions have been 
held on other aspects of the 
contracts, four of which ex¬ 
pired Nov. 31, while the 
Newspaper Guild contract 
expired Jan. 31. 

King declined to comment 
on the company request.

Blunt, helpers ready for adventure 

A job in Ethiopia 


As Ted Blunt was wheeled 
on to the jet at Victoria In¬ 
ternational Airport Thursday 
morning, he waved goodbye to 
family and friends and set off 
for a six-week building spree 
in Ethiopia. 

Blunt, 44, of 5737 Wallace 
Drive, and four other Victoria 
carpenters will spend the six- 
weeks in Shoa Ghemeera, a 
small mission station site 
about 200 miles south of the 
capital Addis Ababa. 

The carpenters — Blunt, 
Leif Wergeland, Ernest 
Hunter, Murray Paget and 
Frank Florussen — will build 
a house and a bible school for

two missionaries and their 
family. 

Blunt, who is cofined to a 
wheelchair, and Florussen 
belong to Emmanuel Baptist 
Church, Wergeland and 
Hunter are members of the 
Church of the Nazarene, and 
Paget goes to Colwood Bap¬ 
tist. 

“We are going to Ethiopia to 
do work there that carpenters 
can do and the missionaries 


won’t have to,” Blunt, the 
originator of the idea. snid. 

Expenses ior the trip and 
the materials for the project 
have run into thousands of 
dollars. Some of the money 
has come out of the car¬ 
penters’ pockets, but the 
majority of it has been raised 
through churches in Victoria. 

"In effect, we are 
establishing a beachhead that 
will enable the (missionary) 


family to move right Into an 
area which is central to three 
important tribes,” Blunt said. 

The missionaries, Lila and 
Paul Balisky, have been 
headquartered in the Sudan 
Interior mission, travelling 
back and forth to the Shoa 
Ghemeera site either by plane 
or mule back. 

“The main work of the 
Baliskys will be to train local 
pastors and evangelists to 
organize their own churches,” 
Blunt said. 

Building materials should 
be waiting for the five men 
when they arrive in Ethiopia 
after the two-day trip. 


The abolition of building 
referendums, greater 
autonomy for school boards 
and more freedom for 
teachers are the key changes 
in amendments to the Public 
Schools Act introduced in the 
legislature this week. 

The legislation removes the 
necessity for school boards to 
get voters' approval for 
money bylaws Future ex¬ 
penditures for construction of 
school facilities will only 
require approval by the 
department of education. 

In a move to return 
autonomy to local school 
boards, individual school 
districts may introduce 
courses and textbooks of their 
own choice without depart¬ 
ment approval. 

Tlte legislation also curtails 
the powers of the school 
superintendent. Any changes 
contemplated by the 
superintendent regarding the 
role of teachers must be 
discusred with teachers prior 
to implementation. 

This will particularly affect 
the superintendent’s role in 
matters of school 
organization, instruction, 
counselling services and 
discipline. Whereas he had 
"supervisory authority" 
before, he will now have to 

consult with the schools' 
professional staff. 


Other less drastic changes 
give authority to school 
boards to set the honorarium 
for school trustees up to a 
maximum of $2,000. School 
trustees now are paid ac¬ 
cording to the size of llieit 
district and some receive as 
little as $300 a year. 

The amendments would also 
allow clergymen to teach in 
public schools, not permitted 
previously and permit boards 
to build on land leased from 
the Crown. 

Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly said in an interview 


outside the House the 
legislation wasn’t a complete 
overhaul of the Public Schools 
Act, but the next best thing to 
it. 

She said it lias been in¬ 
tolerable to leave the decision 
for major construction jobs to 
the “six or seven per cent” erf 
the voters turning out at the 
polls. 

“We trust the school boards. 
They were elected to do a job 
and if the voters disagree with 
their decisions, they can 
express their opinion at the 
polls,” she said. 


Relief greets 
elimination 
of referendum 


Local school trustees have 
greeted with relief a proposed 
amendment to the Public 
Schools Act eliminating 
compulsory capital 
referendums. 

"It’s absolutely marvellous. 
It’s something that has been 
needed in B.C. for a long 
time,” Saanich school board 
chairman Rubymay Parrott 
said of the change. 


'Hands off assessments' 


To prevent further 
“shambles by statute,” the 
government should keep 
hands off property 
assessment, according to B.C. 
assessment commissioner 
Percy Wright. 

The responsibility for 
assessment, Wright told the 
legislature’s special com¬ 
mittee on assessment, should 


be taken out of the finance 
minister’s control. 

Instead, an independent 
body should be created to look 
after assessment on an inter¬ 
regional basis, Wright said. 

He also suggested the 
present system be scrapped 
and a former system be re¬

Heath shocked 


Express Correspondent 
LONDON — Prime Minister 
Edward Heath’s power 
evaporated Friday in the 
wake of Britain’s closest 
election since the Second 
World War. 

Despite an overnight surge 
by Heath's Conservatives, it 
appeared at press time Friday 
that Harold Wilson’s Labor 
Party was on its way to for¬ 
ming the country’s first 
minority government since 
the 1920s. 

With 10 of 635 seats still to be 
reported and several recounts 
likely, Labor held 300 seats to 
295 for the Tories and 11 for 
Jeremy Thorpe’s Liberals. 
Nineteen seats went to 
Scottish Nationalists, In¬ 
dependent Labor and other 
splinter groups. 

Liberals gain 
flood of votes 
but few seats

A coalition appeared 
unlikely despite the confused 
situation. Wilson said Friday 
he would not line up with 
either the Liberals or Con¬ 
servatives. 

In any case, the country 
must wait for official con¬ 
sultation between the party 
leaders and the Queen, who 
returned Friday from 
Australia where she opened 
Parliament in Canberra, 

The result came as a shock 
to Heath's government. Few 
pre-election polls predicted a 
Labor win even after last 
weekend’s pay fiasco in¬ 
volving the coal miners. There 
was little doubt that Heath's 
refusal to grant higher wages 
to the miners cost him heavily 
at the polls. 

Even without a coalition, the 


Liberals are in their most 
advantageous position in 
decades. Thorpe nevertheless 
was disappointed at the result 
in which his party scored 
heavily in votes but picked up 
relatively few seats. 

Initial reaction to the 
election resulted in a plunge of 
the pound while the stock 
market reeled. 

If Wilson regains the 
premiership which he held 
from 1965 until his loss to 
Heath in 1970, there could be 
extensive changes in policy 
dealing with the European 
Common Market and wage 
and price controls. 

Many Britons felt Heath's 
terms for entering the ECM 
two years ago placed two 
great a strain on the country's 
sovereignty, its economy and 
its ties with the Com 
monwealth. 

In his campaign, Wilson 
promised to renegotiate the 
terms of entry. Britain still 
has the option of withdrawing. 

Wilson also is committed to 
strict price controls but a 
relaxation of government 
attitude toward demands for 
higher wages.

No period of grace 
on car insurance 


Victoria area drivers will 
get no period of grace beyond 
Thursday’s midnight deadline 
if they're caught without their 
licence decals, police 
departments warn. (See also 
page 3.) 
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Island police forces have 
decided to give $25 tickets to 
drivers of cars, either parked 
on public streets or being 
driven, without the man¬ 
datory decals. 

Police warned that decals 
must be "displayed” on 
licence plates, not hidden in 
glove compartments. 

The expected line-ups at 
Autoplan agents throughout 
the province as the Autoplar. 
deadline approached, didn’t 
materialize. 

As of 3 p.m. Wednesday, 
Insurance Corporation of B.C. 
executives said only 60,000 
motorists were without in¬ 
surance.

Agents in Victoria said only 
small line-ups were appearing 
and policies were being issued 
at a volume far below the 
expected rate. 

A check of cars in a parking 
lot showed almost 85 per cent 
with decals firmly in place 
and supposedly other drivers 
had the decals but were 
waiting until the last minute to 
stick them on. 

Auto body shops in the 
province agreed Wednesday 
to the ICBC's $14 per hour 
work rate, eliminating at least 
one of the expected problems. 

The shops will be given 
increased allowances for 
paint and materials. They had 
previously held out for a $15.25 
per hour work rate 


“I’m very pleased,” echoed 
Greater Victoria school board 
chairman Peter Bunn. “It 
brings us into line with the 
rest of the country.” 

Both boards, as well as 
Sooke school board, were 
facing capital referendums 
this year to get public ap¬ 
proval of three-year building 
programs These referen¬ 
dums will now be un¬ 
necessary. 

The Greater Victoria 
referendum, a $12 million 
capital program, was to go 
before the public sometime 
this month. 

Bunn said the amendment 
means “you’ll have to make 
your case to the bureaucrats 
rather than thfe people.” 

Both chairmen also 
welcomed an amendment 
which will allow trustees to set 
their own annual 
honorariums, up to a 
maximum of $2,000. 

Greater Victoria trustees 
already get the $2,000 
maximum, because theirs is a 
large district, but Bunn said 
even that amount is “grossly' 
inadequate.” 

Parrott and other Saanich 
trustees get $700 annually, 
being a smaller school 
district, which she said was 
“extremely unfair.” 

Trustees in smaller districts 
usually work harder than 
those in urban areas, because 
of a shortage of school board 
staff, she said.

Until we made our move back into the dty from those good 
green acres I wasn't the kind of man to lose sleep over legal 
documents. 

Confronted by a form containing an inch or more of fine 
print it was my practice to sweep a sightless eye over it, mutter 
something like, “Wei1, (his appears to be in order.’’ and sign 
Mindly on the dotted line. True, 1 may have affected an extra 
flourish with my child-like signature, but such decisiveness is a 
common cover-up for people who haven't the least idea of what 
they’re doing. 

Then we rented out the country place. At first the 
arrangements were dear to everyone, even to me. Fellow said 
he’d like to rent the place. Nice fetlew. Fine, I said. Neither of us 
said a word about noxious weeds. 

It was my wife's idea that we have a real estate man draw 
up a lease. I signed this obediently (the real estate man made a 
little cross where I was to put my name). There the matter 
might have ended. Except that two days later I got a bill from 
the real estate office for a cool $36. 

This staggered me so much that I took the lease out and 


studied it. The form, itself, I estimated at a cost of perhaps 80 
cents. The stenographer’s typing would probably come, at the 
most, to a dollar. So what was I paying for? I read the lease all 
the way through. Then I knew. I was paying for the language. 

Every time I read the lease, and I do it all the time, I get a 
mental picture of its author. I see him with mutton-chop 
whiskers. Just his eyes are visible over a Prince Albert collar. A 
snuff box is beside him as he works away with a quill pen at a 
roll-top desk. His name is Ebenezer. 

I mean, who else but an Ebenezer would start a sentence 
this way: “Witnesseth. that the said lessor doth demise unto 
..What kind of a word is “doth” for heaven thake? 

One sentence, standing all by itself, $till baffles me. It says, 
simply, "The said lessor covenants with the said lessee for quiet 
enjoyment." I have studied that sentence. I’ve broken it down 
word by word. I still don't understand it. All my life I have hated 
to pay $35 for something I don't understand. 

In the meantime. I'd gone ahead and rented a place in town. 
Again the negotiations were beautifully simple. “I’d like to rent 
your place,” I said. The fellow who owned the place said, "Fine, 
nice to have you." 


Ah, but once again there was the ubiguitous real estate man 
in the picture and yet another great document aswarm with 
words. * 

By now I was beginning to catch on to the language. Nothing 
is ever “at" some place. It is “situate, lying and being.” 
Nothing ever “ends." It is either “forfeited and void" or 
“suspended and abated." Nobody ever "says" anything. He 
“covenants, promises and agrees." I noticed, too, that both 
leases had frequent, gloomy references to the perils of “tem¬ 
pests," it clearly being implied that if everything was blown 
away all bets were off. 

When I read the new lease I felt cheated. There was nothing 
at all in it about “quiet enjoyment." I just couldn't understand 
why the fellow in my house was allowed to quietly enjoy himself 
while I went without even a legal provision for it. 

I found only that when my time was up I was “obliged" to 
leave “peacefully and quietly." 1 began to sulk about that, too, 
and asked my wife, rather petulantly, if they thought I was 
going to leave in a blaze of gunfire or something. “It doth make 
me mad," I said. 


Most of the points in this new lease seemed to me harmless 
enough, if not downright unlikely. I had no intention, for in¬ 
stance, of using the place for a store or shop. I figured I could 
carefully preserve all the trees, as it commanded me, mainly 
because there wasn't a tree within eight miles. 

But then I collided with the paragraph that’s filled me with 
dark foreboding 

“The lessee," it said, “will cultivate, till and employ such 
parts of the said land as are now or hereafter shall be brought 
under cultivation, in a good, husbandlike and proper manner, 
and shall keep down all noxious weeds and grasses and will not 
remove or permit to be removed from the premises any straw of 
any kind, manure or wood.”

Any morning on CBC radio you can hear the 
jingle: 

“Summer morning, summer morning, I 
remember summer morning, sum-mer mor-ning in 
the sun.” 

And a voice in the background tells you to buy 
B.C. farm-fresh produce. 

A jingle-writer from a Vancouver radio station 
must take the blame for the mind-numbing lyrics, 
but the commercial itself is paid for by the B.C. 
department of agriculture. 

It is part of a program to promote B.C. 
produce, started back in the spring of 1972 by 
Socred Agriculture Minister Cyril Shelford and 
Industrial Development Minister Waldo Skillings. 

The program has grown under the NDP 
government, and today six agriculture department 


staffers with a $200,000 annual budget devote 
themselves to the promotional campaign. 

Radio and newspaper ads, and a limited TV ad 
campaign, are being used to advise the public to 
buy B.C. fruit and vegetables instead of imported 
produce. 

A logo — a white dogwood flower — is used to 
mark B.C. fruit and vegetables in the produce 
sections of supermarkets. 

Promotional material, including recipes for 
B.C. produce, are sent to news media, and a 
department travel-all van and mobile kitchen 
travel around the province with staff demon¬ 
strating ways to use B.C. produce. 

What impact does all this have on the average 
consumer? 

Probably very little. 

A consumer looking for a head of lettuce in his 
supermarket buys lettuce that looks the freshest 
and is the lowest price. Whether it’s B.C.-grown or 
California-grown shouldn’t, and prohahly doesn’t 
concern him. 


People can’t be expected to buy their 
vegetables out of loyalty to B.C. farmers, 
especially with food prices escalating. They-buy 
the best quality product they can find at the lowest 
price, and they’re unlikely to be swayed by 
government advertising. 

If B.C. produce is as good as the advertising 
says, it can compete on its own merits with imports 
on supermarket shelves. 

If lower-priced imports threaten one section of 
B.C. agriculture, that’s something to be controlled 
by hiking tariffs on imports, not by advertising. 

No thorough study of the effect of the $200,000- 
a year campaign has yet been done. 

But last year three senior commerce students 
from the University of B.C. did a study of the im¬ 
pact of the dogwood logo on shoppers in Vancouver 
supermarkets. 

They found most shoppers hadn’t even noticed 
it.

Gold rush 


sweeping 
city banks 


More and more Victorians 
ar| catching gold tew and 
lo^al bankers are beginning to 
wonder whether the/ad will 
run out before the bullion 
does. 

Supplies have kept up with 
demand so far and no Victoria 
bank has yet had to put up the 
sold-out sign as was done in 
Vancouver at one branch last 
week. 

D. R. Mainland, securities 
officer for the main branch of 
the Bank of Nova Scotia in 
Victoria, said he handles at 
least 25 customers per day, 
compared with about five at 
the same time last year. 


Every collective agreement 
negotiated in B.C. from now 
on must contain provisions for 
dealing with technological 
change. 

Sections of the new Labor 
Code of B.C. pertaining to 
technological change were 
proclaimed by cabinet this 
week and go into effect im¬ 
mediately. 

The five sections provide 
that new contracts must in¬ 
clude arrangements for 
conclusive settlement, 
without stoppage of work, of 
all disputes arising out of 
technological change. 

If a contract does not 
contain such a provision, the 
labor minister has the right to 
prescribe one. 

The sections also specify 
that when an employer in¬ 
tends to introduce 
technological change that 
affects the conditions or 
security of a substantial 
number of employees, the 
matter may be referred to an 
arbitration board. 

In such cases, the board has 
the power to freeze the change 
for up to 90 days, to reinstate 
displaced employees or to 
refer the question to the B.C. 
Labor Relations Board. 

If the question goes to the 
board, it may recommend 
appointment of a special of¬ 
ficer to resolve the problem or 
allow bargaining, including 
the right to strike or lockout, 
on the security of em¬ 
ployment. 

The Labor Code was passed 
by the legislature last fall.

Labor Minister Bill King 
said the proclamations won’t 
be particularly instrumental 
in solving the Victoria Press 
dispute.

He added, however, that 
any new contract reached 
between Victoria Press and 
the five unions must contain a 
clause covering technological 
change. 

If it doesn’t, he would be 
empowered to impose one. 


Region hires 
medical head 

The Capital Region Board 
has hired its new senior 
medical health officer to 
direct the Capital Region 
District Public Health Ser¬ 
vice. 

Dr. Allan S. Arneil, now 
director of Upper Fraser 
Valley Health Unit, will start 
work April 1 when the district 
takes over health services. 

He will receive a salary of 
$33,000 per year. 

Board chairman Jim 
Campbell said Dr. Arneil has 
worked in similar jobs in two 
other B.C. locations and has 
had a general practice in B.C.. 
Ontario and Scotland 

He is a graduate of Glasgow 
University and emigrated to 
Canada in 1953. 


Selling gold to the bank is 
something else. 

Most Victoria banks will 
only buy back stamped bars 
they have sold to the 
customer. And they 
sometimes weigh the bar to be 
certain it has not been shaved. 

In most cases a bank will 
not buy rings and other 
jewelry because it can not be 
certain of the purity of the 
gold without testing it. 

“A man came in yesterday 
and tried to sell me some gold 
medallions from the Second 
World War,” Mainland said. 
“I directed him to a coin 
shop.” 

Although gold orders are 
placed immediately, it takes 
about 21 days before delivery. 
And because of the rush of 
business, it might be 24 hours 
to 48 hours before a customer 
knows what price he got for 
buying or selling the bullion. 

The desire for gold has even, 
led some Victorians to borrow 
money to buy it, a practice 
that a few bank managers 
discourage when they detect 
it. 

“I am very reticent to loan 
money for that purpose,” said 
J. A. Bains, manager of the 
main branch of the Bank of 
Montreal in Victoria. 

He said investors should 
realize the high price of gold is 
the result of feverish 
speculation and the long-term 
value may be much lower 
than the present price.

Union contracts 
must deal 
with technology 


Hydro buys 25 acres 
for new island centre 


B.C. Hydro has bought 25 
acres adjacent to the Royal 
Oak shopping centre for 
development as a new ad¬ 
ministrative centre for its 
Vancouver Island division. 

Relocated to the new centre 
will be office personnel from 
the Hydro building at 820 
Pandora, which will be sold to 
the provincial government. 


The government also plans 
to provide additional office 
accommodation on the 
Pandora site, and speculation 
is that this will take the form 
of a new highrise built on the 
present parking lot. 

Also housed at the new 
Royal Oak centre will be of¬ 
fice staff and line crews now 
based at the transit centre on 


Gorge, together with the 
Hydro stores department, 
meter and carpenter shops. 

The new centre will be built 
within two years at a cost of 
between $3 million and $4 
million. Vacant except for a 
few rented homes, the site 
fronts on West Saanich Road 
on the east and Viewmont 
Avenue on the west. 


Purchase of the land marks 
the end of a long search by 
Hydro for a central 
headquarters. 

Other sites formerly con¬ 
sidered, particularly in the 
Northridge area, raised 
strong opposition from 
residents against commercial 
encroachment in residential 
areas. 


Fresh tack proposed 
for Gordon Head plan 


A fresh approach to 
presenting a plan for North 
Gordon Head commercial 
development was recom¬ 
mended to Saanich council 
this week by the planning 
committee. 

The decision rekindles a 
controversy, which became a 
1973 Saanich election issue 
over future commercial- 
apartment development in the 
area. 

Aid. Mel Couvelier, who 
said council should instruct 
the planning department to 
revise its previous presen¬ 
tation, at first was out¬ 
numbered by chairman Aid. 
Alan Newberry and Aid. 
William Noel. All three are 
residents of the area. 

But Couvelier said council's 
attitude had been "colored by 
previous experience with 
public hearings,” a reference 
to a series of discussions 
between planners and Gordon 
Head residents that resulted 
in heated objections to the 
idea of restricted shopping 
and medium density zoning in 
the San Juan-Tyndall area. 

Newberry said the com¬ 
mittee should decide whether 
to stop a new proposal or take 
it to the community, and in 
what form. 

“1 cannot support any more 
commercial development in 
that area,” Noel responded. 

Considering the need for 
housing, the subject deserved 
“more than a political look,” 
Couvelier said. He asked if 
Noel would temper his at¬ 
titude in the light of ppssible 
public support. 

“We must speak for the 
future, the many people who 
will live there, not just the 
6,000 who live there now,” 
Couvelier said. 

Those living there do so 
because they like the open 
space and don’t mind driving 


a short distance to shopping 
facilities, Noel said. 

Newberry said he would not 
lend his support to the 
proposal: “It seems we 
already have a feedback” 
indicating hostility of 
residents. A new presentation 
would not improve council- 
community relations or help 
any type of future develop¬ 
ment, he said. 


Couvelier said the proposal 
is an exciting concept and 
would provide maximum land 
usage. He referred to a draft 
prepared by the planning 
department showing 26 acres 
on extended San Juan between 
Tyndall and Torquay. 

Saanich owns 10 acres of the 
site, located at the centre of 


five neighborhoods com¬ 
prising North Gordon Head. 
This acreage could be zoned to 
permit construction of 
apartments, row housing and 
a small village centre shop¬ 
ping area, with an eight-acre 
park bounding the north and 
acting as a separation from 
single-family dwellings. 


No Autoplan policy 


A Victoria woman is “mad, 
annoyed and upset,” because 
she paid for Autoplan in¬ 
surance coverage and didn't 
get any insurance policy in 
return. 

Majorie Parker, of 721 
Goldstream, said she bought 
her insurance Thursday 
morning, asked her agent to 
mail her a copy of the policy 
she had bought, and was told 
there was no such thing. 

"When you sign a contract 


you should know what you’re 
getting for your money and 
just exactly what you’re 
signing,” Mrs. Parker said. 

“My agent was very nice 
about it. He told me that he 
would like to have a copy too.” 

Mrs. Parker said she was 
brought up in an insurance 
family and was told to always 
read her policy before she 
signed anything. 

Mrs. Parker paid her money 
for the insurance, but she 


followed up her inquiries by 
phoning the main Insurance 
Corporation of B.C. number in 
Vancouver. 

“They confirmed that there 
was no policy as such. They 
told me that if I wanted all the 
details I could go 'to the 
Queen's Printer in Victoria 
and pay $1 for a copy of the 
Insurance Act. 

“They also warned me that 
the act was not written for the 
layman and that it was wordy 
and hard to understand.” 

Mrs. Parker checked out the 
Queen's Printers only to find 
that it sold out of copies of the 
Insurance Act. 

“They must think we’re all 
dum-dums," she said. 

“I just want to know the 
details of the coverage I have, 
like what if I pick up a hit¬ 
chhiker and he bumps his 
head on the car roof — am I 
covered.” 

As it turns out, Mrs. Parker 
is covered if the hitchhiker 
bumps his head. That and 
other mysteries of the 
coverage bought by all B.C. 
motorists will be explained in 
a small booklet to be sent out 
in the middle of March, ICBC 
information officer Bob 
Porter said. 


Colwood youth charged 
in Sooke man's death 

A 16-year-old Colwood area youth will face a 
preliminary hearing late in May on a charge of murder 
punishable by imprisonment for life. 

Kenneth Michael Osbourne, of 485 Forward, was 
charged this week in Victoria provincial court that on or 
about Feb. 15, 1974, at or near Sooke, he committed 
murder “by shooting George Edwin Miller with a 
firearm, thereby causing his death.” 

Miller, 45, of 6736 Sooke, was found dead late that day 
in his home in what was at first believed to be a fatal fire. 
But a pathologist later informed Colwood RCMP that 
Miller had suffered a bullet wound in the left side of his 
head from a small calibre weapon. 

The charge was read after prosecutor Cecil Branson 
notified Judge William Ostler the case had appeared in 
Victoria juvenile court before Judge Harold Alder, who 
had approved a transfer to adult court. 


To encourage harmony with 
its new neighbors, Hydro 
plans to meet with community 
groups and dovetail planning 
of the centre with their 
wishes. 

Some executive members of 
Royal Oak Ratepayers 
Association and Northridge 
Community Association met 
with Hydro officials Thursday 
night. 

Meetings with the general 
membership of the groups are 
also planned. 

A Hydro official said not all 
of the 25-acre site will be 
used. “There will be an 
opportunity for some sharing 
of the property for 
recreational purposes,” she 
said. 

Before being acquired by 
Hydro, the site had been a 
source of concern for 
residents of the area. 

“The Hydro scheme is the 
best we’ve heard up to now,” 
Mrs. J6hn Clay, secretary of 
Royal Oak Ratepayers 
Association, said. “This 
sounds a bit more en¬ 
couraging. The schemes for 
that land, up to now. have 
included an outdoor theatre, 
which would have resulted in 
tremendous traffic problems, 
and a shopping centre that 
would really have bit into 
residential land. 

Saanich mayor Ed Lum also 
considers the Hydro deal good 
for the municipality. 

“We’ve insisted that Hydro 
have a top-notch development 
before we will accept it,” Lum 
said. 

Lum said he had been 
assured there would be lots of 
green space, as well as land¬ 
scaping. The main buildings 
would be designed so as not to 
be visible either from the 
highway or surrounding 
homes. 

Two floors of the Pandora 
building, built for B.C. 
Electric in 1955, are now 
occupied by the provincial 
department of municipal 
affairs ' 

Public Works Minister 
William Hartley said the 
government plans to enlarge 
it as part of a program to 
provide another half million 
square feet of office space for 
government use in Victoria. 

He declined to say what the 
government would pay for the 
building, nor did he reveal 
what departments would 
occupy it. 

City planning officials have 
no information on government 
plans for the Pandora site, but 
one said he has heard reports 
of a highrise, possibly built on 
“stilts” a b o v e_the present 
parking, lot'. 


Bumbling on the cement site

Maybe it’s the association of 
ideas, but whenever the 
subject of the Ocean Cement 
site crops up in city council 
discussions, aldermen behave 
as if they were embedded in 
concrete up to the eyeballs — 
and likely to stay that way 
indefinitely. 

Ponderously tortoise-like as 
they are in most endeavors, 
masters of the fine 
bureaucratic art of “tabling" 
and calling for yet more 
studies, city fathers have 
surpassed themselves with 
their incredible lack of 
progress concerning the 
development of this key 
waterfront site. 

In fact, the whole affair 
would be laughable if it were 
not such an abysmal 
demonstration of bumbling 
ineptitude. 

Consider, briefly, the 
background to this sorry 
episode. 

For at least six years, the 
acquisition of the industrial 
eyesore facing the Legislative 
Buildings has been regarded 
as the catalyst to 
revitalization of the entire 
Inner Harbor 

The $1 million deal was 
finally concluded with a 
flourish of civic pride during 
the late Courtney Haddock’s 
mayoralty term. The federal 
government picked up 50 per 
cent of the cost, with the 
remainder shared by the 
provincial government and 
Victoria. 


By early summer of last 
year the company had 
vacated the site, demolition 
began shortly after and the 
area was cleared of its un¬ 
sightly superstructure by the 
end of 1973. 

Meanwhile, Art hur 
Erickson, the noted Van¬ 
couver architect, had 
presented his Inner Harbor 
study in which hp looked at all 
the components of the 
waterfront scene and 
suggested concepts for in¬ 
tegrating them in an har¬ 
monious whole, with the 
emphasis on pedestrian use 
and enjoyment of the 
waterfront amenities. 

But council found it hard to 
swallow Erickson's proposal 
that the Ocean Cement site be 
turned into a sort of galleried 
perspex plaza, where shops, 
restaurants and other com¬ 
mercial attractions would be 
the magnet to pull in 
pedestrians. 

Equally, aldermen blan¬ 
ched at the suggestion by 
downtown businessmen that 
the grade differential between 
the site and Wharf Street be 
exploited for underground 
parking, which the merchants 
claimed is sorely needed. 

What finally emerged was 
agreement to do nothing at all, 
right now. on any permanent 
site development Instead, the 
wedge-shaped chunk of land 


would be given some "in¬ 
terim” dressing up at 
minimal cost to prepare it for 
public use this summer. 

After that, aldermen 
argued, the whole matter 
could be given more detailed 
study while other segments of 
the Inner Harbor scene (such 
as the Black Ball ferry ter¬ 
minal and the adjoining 
Imperial Esso gas station) 
were being acquired. 

Not a great plan, but at least 
a plan. And the officials of the 
city engineer’s department 
moved in to start / im¬ 
plementing it. A few weeks 
ago, their design for basic 
treatment of the site with 
levelled-off surface, path¬ 
ways, some landscaping and a 
wall to round out the ragged 
shore edge was accepted by 
council. 

The proposal then went 
before the provincial 
government’s beautification 
agency, the Capital Im¬ 
provement District Com¬ 
mission. which approved the 
estimated cost of $132,800. 

At last, some progress 
discernible. 

But hold everything, folks, 
here's suntannoj Aid Sam 
Bawlf back from a holiday in 
Hawaii and he doesn't like the 
wall idea one little bit, no sir. 

The structure would more 
than likely remove the city's 
options for some alternative 
development in the future, he 


protested, and in any case 
$77,000 was too much to pay 
for a "temporary” wall. 

Besides, who could say that 
the wall would fit in with 
whatever type of development 
ultimately takes place on 
adjoining waterfront land? As 
Bawlf proclaimed: “We have 
a responsibility to come up 
with a cohesive design for the 
Inner Harbor and not back 
into a series of unrelated 
elements.” 

City manager Jim Bramley 
v*as admirably cool when the 
arguments were trotted out at 
council's caucus meeting this 
week, but there was a hint of 
exasperation in his voice as he 
explained that the plan, wall 
and all, had been going 
through “channels" since 
August last year. 

He could have asked why 
the doubts weren't voiced 
earlier, or why an approved 
plan has to be changed 
because a holidaying aider- 
man missed a particular 
meeting. 

As for city engineer Jim 
Garnett, he fled the meeting 
halfway through for a dental 
appointment, perhaps 
relishing that as the less 
painful of the two situations. 

In any event. Bawlf's 
protests were accepted — with 
obvious reluctance at least 
from Aid. Mike Young — and 
now the “interim" work is 
held up until someone comes 
up with fresh ideas on how to 
tidy up the site's straggly 
edges. Hopefully that will be 
before summer is with us.

THORPE: ‘OUTRAGEOUS' 

System beats Liberals

LONDON - Pity Britain’s 
poor Liberal. The system has 
defeated them again 

The best that Liberal leader 
Jeremy Thorpe could do in 
Thursday’s general election 
was to be a thorn in the side of 
Conservative Prime Minister 
Edward Heath. 

And this was despite the fact 
the Liberals gained a high 
percentage of the popular 
vote. 

It was a bitter Thorpe who 
early on during the count 
described Britain's electoral 
system as being 
“outrageous.” 

'Stupid system' 

He commented: "It’s a 
stupid system and the sooner 
it's changed to a proportional 
system the better.” 

It was a familiar cry. The 
Liberals have been making 
the same comment after 
elections for years and they 
have been experiencing the 
same bitter-sweet success for 
years. They have managed to 
capture voters who were 
dissatisfied with the major 
parties, but have never been 
able to gain a significant 
number of seats. 

Britain’s “Crisis election” 
— called after the miner’s 
strike and rapidly increasing 
prices — could have provided 
a comeback for the Liberals 
who have been out of power 
for about 50 years. They had 
hoped for 50 seats but were 
nowhere near that total. 

Cold homes 

Labor party leader Harold 
Wilson has Thorpe and his 
party to thank for his gains. 
For months now, Britons have 
awakened to their morning 
newspapers to be confronted 
with strikes and rumors of 
strikes. They have shivered in 
inadequately heated houses 
after the Heath government 
put the damper on the heating 
system because of the energy 
crisis. 

They have had to watch 
prices rocket while their pay 
packets remained relatively 
small, and they have had to 
witness a fruitless power 
struggle between Heath and 
the miners with Heath 
screaming about “Reds under 
the bed" like a little old lady 
who finds a man in her 
boudoir. 

If the Communists are 
gaining a stronger hold in 
Britain, and this seems rather 
unlikely, Heath has played 
right into their hands with his

determination not to give in to 
the coal miners. 

No terms 

Despite the fact that the 
Tradee Union Congress 
pledged that other unions 
would not put their demands 
above the Heath-imposed pay 
ceiling if the miners were 
given what they were asking, 
the arrogant Conservative 
government would still not 
come to terms. 

Then just before the 
Commons was dissolved, 
Heath agreed to stand by any 
decision made by the coun¬ 
try’s pay review board to 
which the miners had taken 
their case. 

According to reports, the 
board will be making its 
recommendations this 
weekend, once the election 
result is known. It could give 
the miners a lot more than 
Heath anticipated. 

Two snags 

But despite all this, one 
doubts that if the election had 
been a fight directly between 
Conservatives and Labor, the 
Labor party would have 
gained a ruling majority. Two 
things might have frightened 
off the British who, generally, 
are not dedicated to 
Socialism. 

While many would welcome 
Wilson's promise to control 
prices, his “free-for-all” 
wages increase policy would 
have counted against him. It’s 
a reversal of the old Labor cry 
— that it is unfair to try to 


control inflation by fixing 
wages but not shareholders' 
dividends. 

The second thing which 
would not have helped Wilson 
wuuld be the party's continued 
dedication to nationalization. 
There is a hesitancy among 
the general public over more 
state control as they have 
watched costly snags crop up 
in already nationalized sec¬ 
tors — even in the national 
health service. 

Hot issue 

And certainly the state- 
owned mining industry has 
done little more for miners 
than the industry did when it 
was privately owned. 

The Common Market is 
another hot potato on which 
Wilson expressed definite 
views that Britain’s terms of 
entry should be renegotiated. 
But Wilson seems to be a man 
who doesn’t seem able to 
make up his mind. 

Ten years ago, he was op¬ 
posed to the market, then he 
came to power and wanted to 
push Britain into it. Now he 
seems to be having second, 
third, or fourth thoughts about 
it. 

The Sunday News of the 
World commented recently: 
“The pragmatic Mr. Wilson, 
who trims his sails to every 
breeze, heads a Labor Party 
too much under the sway of 
the irresponsible Left. A 
Labor Party which, in part at 
any rate, has sacrificed 
idealism for irrelevant 
dogma. 


Too expensive? 

“Things Britain can't afford 
are more nationalisation, a 
pay free-for-all and a further 
dramatic fall in the value of 
the pound. Yet this is 
precisely what Mr. Wilson's 
policies would endure. 

The paper felt that Britain 
should elect a Conservative 
government “as the lesser of 
two evils — at least until the 
Labor party is more sound of 
wind and limb.” 

The Liberals might have 
been more successful if they 
could have vaunted a more 
dynamic leader. This is what 
Britain sorely needs at the 
moment — a personality who 
can meld of sectors of society 
into one fighting unit to tackle 
a country's financial and 
social ills. 

Sacrifice needed 

As one writer said recently: 
“We need sacrifice on a 
wartime scale. 

“We need sheer bloody 
tiard work of the kind that 
lifted postwar Germany from 
Jespair." 

From his performance 
around the country Thorpe 
could not give that sort of 
leadership. And his con¬ 
centration on the theme of 
middle-of-the-road policies 
does not reflect the dynamism 
that would be needed to 
rebuild Britain. 

No weight 

“The kindest criticism of 
the Liberal leader has been 
that he lacks the ‘gravitas’ or 
weight to be an important 
figure,” a political com¬ 
mentator said of Thorpe 
recently. 

“He resembles nothing so 
much as Enid Blyton’s wobbly 
man who, it will be recalled, 
could not be knocked over 
because he merely changed 
his shape. 

"Observe him on television, 
dressed as trendily as next 
year’s Carnaby Street models. 
The voice is mellow, the 


Betting was heavy 


LONDON — Everyone 
wanted to bet on Britain’s 
general election. Betting 
firms throughout the country 
were swamped with people 
who thought they could make 
some easy money on the fate 
of the politicians. 

But it wasn’t the general 
election which suddenly made 
Britons decide that they 
wanted to have a little flutter. 
The bets were all part of a 
renewed gambling craze 
which has hit the country. 

The three-day working week 
has been blamed for the 
surge. Experts say that, with 
much more time on their 
hands, workers are being 
attracted to betting offices, 
bingo halls and dog tracks. 


“Time to kill is the worst 
enemy of the small punter,” 
says a spokesman for Gam¬ 
blers Anonymous, an 
organization which helps 
betting addicts. 

"For some, their troubles 
are just beginning. The 
number of people phoning us 
for help is increasing. But we 
may be on the verge of 
something much bigger." 

Nearly $12 million dollars 
was gambled on the results of 
the election, double the 1970 
figure. 

A spokesman for one betting 
firm commented: “Some 
people are no doubt trying to 
win back the money they lost 
on the three-day week.”

SUDBURY - In what the 
presiding judge called the 
“strangest and sadest story of 
harassment" he had ever 
heard, an Ontario Supreme 
Court jury found an im¬ 
migrant from Albania not 
guilty of a charge of at¬ 
tempted murder and another 
of wounding. 

Romeo Kerim was arrested 
Sept. 2 after a shooting in¬ 
cident which occurred when 
he was mounting a round-the- 
clock guard over his property 
in nearby Garson. A 19-year- 
old was hit in the chest by a 
bullet. 

Mr Justice H. A. Stark 
said: “It shocks me to think 


that this sort of thing can go on 
in this country of ours.’’ 

Court was told that Kerim, 
without education and barely 
able to write, had bought an 
old theatre with the idea of 
remodelling it into a motel. 

“What happens?” the judge 
asked. “He is met with 
violence, vandalism and 
opposition at all levels. Part of 
the opposition even came 
from the town’s government.” 

Kerim said that youths 
threw rocks and snow at the 
building and that at least five 
fires were set, causing 
damages amounting to more 
than $2,000. 

The judge noted that the 
town council had given Kerim 


Aborigines 
on warpath 


CANBERRA, Australia - 
Aboriginies demonstrated this 
week against the govern¬ 
ment’s handling of their af¬ 
fairs as a new session of 
parliament opened. 

The demonstrations 
represented a jarring reality 
amid the ceremonial opening 
which was attended by the 
Queen. About 500 demon¬ 
strators greeted the Queen’s 
arrival outside Parliament 
House. 

One native walked into the 
Department of Aboriginal 
Affairs demanding to see the 
department head, but was told 
he was unavailable. He then 
pulled out a revolver and 
seized four officials of the 
department. 

He then demanded to see 
Charles Perkins, an 
Aboriginie who held a senior 
position in the department 
until suspended earlier this* 
week for contravening the 


civil service act by making a 
public comment on a political 
matter. 

Perkins described Liberal 
parties in Western Australia 
as the most racist in the 
world. 

Perkins, outside Parliament 
House with the 500 demon¬ 
strators, was taken by police 
to the Aboriginal Affairs 
Department where he talked 
with the gun-toting visitor for 
2M* hours.

Saskatchewan has con¬ 
tinued its dominance of the 
Canadian women’s curling 
championship. 

A rink from the Nutana club 
in Saskatoon, skipped by 
Emily Farnham, was clearly 
the best in the 1974 Macdonald 
Lassie playoff at Memorial 
Arena and clinched a sixth 
successive championship for 
the Wheat Province by win¬ 
ning its first eight games. 


The eighth victory came 
easily, by 11-3 in eight ends, 
against the dangerous British 
Columbia rink skipped by 
Marion Radcliffe of Kelowna. 
With Ontario scoring a 10-7 
win over Prince Edward 
Island on the next sheet of ice, 
all that was left to decide on 
the final draw was second 
place.

threat to post a 10-9 win in the 
final round and finish in 
second place at 7-2.

However, where the Detroit 
club has been hu/t is in its lack 
of National Hdlkcy League 
calibre goalkeeping, floy 
Edwards was a steady pack- 
blocker last season, managing 
a 2.63 goals-against average 
and a 27-17-7 record as the 
Winga came up with a 37-19-12 
season and missed the East 
Division playoff by only two 
points. 

This season, Edwards has 
played in only four games and 
the Wings now own an NHL 
record for having used six 
goalkeepers in one season. 
One of them is Denis DeJordy, 
who got into 24 games last 
season but has played in only 
one this season. Three otkers 
— Doug Grant. Bill McKenzie 
and Terry Richardson, are 
rookies, and the sixth is Jim 
Rutherford, obtained not long 
ago in a trade with Pittsburgh 
Penguins. 

None of them have proven 
outstanding, and the lot of the 
Wings is directly connected 
with a goals-against average 
of more than four. Only the 
sad California Seals have a 
poorer defence record, and 
just how bad the Wings hive 
been in preventing goalsj is 
even more highlighted by the 
fact that Vancouver Canucks 
allowed 12 fewer goals in <61 
games than the Wings did’in 
60. And New York Islanders 
arc not far from being a goal a 
game better on defence. 


Making it even worse for the 
Wings is their pattern of 
scoring. While they have won 
by 9-6, 7-5, 6-5 (twice) and 6-4 
(twice), they have won only 
one of the eight games in 
which they have allowed two 
or fewer goals 
But anything better than 
sixth place is an unreasonable 
hope. If the fourth-place 
Toronto Maple Leafs, 27-21-12 
after 60 games, manage only 
18 points from their final 18 
games, the Wings would have 
to win 16 of 18 to tie.

back in prison 


The holder of the escape 
record from William Head 
prison, who would normally 
have served all his time by 
January of last year, now has 
another four years and eight 
months to go in prison. 

John Anthony Stelling, 29, 
who has changed his belief 
about drugs since his escape, 
was sentenced this week in 
Victoria provincial court by 
Judge William Ostler after 
admitting the escape and two 
serious Vancouver narcotics 
charges. 

Stelling's story began 
March 5, 1970, in Nanaimo 
with a 12 -month jail term for 
three narcotics offences, one

being possession of a 
restricted drug for the pur¬ 
pose of trafficking. 

Then in Victoria Jan. 26, 
1971, he was imprisoned for 
two years for trafficking in 
MDA and possession of 
hashish. On that day, he made 
a speech before Ostler on his 
belief that use of narcotics 
might be the answer to many 
modern problems. 

In October of 1971, Stelling 
was given a three-day pass 
from William Head and lined 
up a job in Tofino. He went 
back to the institution Oct. 18 
to learn his parole had been 
denied and escaped the next 
day. 

He was out two years and 
208 days, longer than any 
previous William Head in¬ 
mate, when he was stopped 
last Feb. 14 in Port Alberni by 
an KCMP officer making a 
routine check. 


The name given by Stelling 
was sent by the officer 
through the 18-month-old 
Canadian Police Intelligence 
Centre telex network to a 
computer in Ottawa. It was 
found to be an alias for 
Stelling, who was still in his 
car where the officer had 
stopped him, when the reply 
came from Ottawa. 


Stelling was using another 
name when he was charged 
Aug. 12,1972, in Vancouver for 
possession of marijuana and 
LSD for the purpose of traf¬ 
ficking. He was released on a 
promise to appear in court 
Aug. 22 and never came back. 


Defence lawyer Gordon 
Detwiller said Stelling had 
worked for about the last two 
years for a Nanaimo firm, 
planting trees under contract 
from B.C. Forest Service.

Detwiller said Stelling was 
the “most trustworthy em¬ 
ployee” of the firm and now 
realized he was wrong about 
the value of drugs.

Stores union aims 


to protect fobs 


The Retail Wholesale and 
Department Store Union will 
not allow any of its members 
to lose their jobs because of 
the closure of three Kelly, 
Douglas and Co. food 
warehouses, a union official 
said this week. 


International union 
representative John Squires 
said the union wants to make 
clear to the company that 
“they can go through all the 
legal manipulations they want 
before the Labor Relations 
Board and it won't do any 
good."

Nicki came to Victoria last 
week looking for a home, and 
if all goes well some family in 
this area will have a welcome 
addition. 

Nicki’s journey developed 
out of tragedy, but hopefully 
will have a happy ending. 

In January a giant 
snowslide thundered down on 
a cafe and service station 
outside Terrace, claiming 
several lives. One Terrace 
woman lost her husband, her 
18-year-old daughter and her 
brother. She was left with two 
small boys — and three dogs. 

The latter were all of the 
same litter, cross-bred 
Samoyed and German 
Shepherd. One, showing 
mostly Samoyed, was caught 
in the slide but dug himself 
out. 

For their grieving owner, 
the dogs’ constant waiting for 
the three who would never 
return became just too much 
to bear, and she asked 
Terrace SPCA to find homes 
for the animals. She also 
extracted a promise that the 
dogs would not be destroyed. 

When the story broke on the 
wire services, telephone calls 
came from all over the con¬ 
tinent to adopt the dog that 
had dug free. A home was 
found in Burnaby. For the 
second, a home was found in 
the Terrace district. 

Nicki proved a problem 
child. Dogs her size are so 
common in the Terrace 
district that no home could be 
found for the year-old female. 

Animal Crusaders in Vic¬ 
toria heard of her plight. Its 
members offered to pay part 
of the cost of having her 
spayed, to make home-finding 
easier. No luck. So, they said, 
ship her down to us. 

Nicki went by truck to 
Prince Rupert, stayed 
overnight with the SPCA, then 
went by plane to Vancouver, 
stayed overnight again with 
the Richmond SPCA and 
finally reached Victoria on 
Feb. 19. 

She has a date this Friday 
with the veterinarian to be 
spayed, then will be available 
for adoption. 

Animal Crusaders’ member 
Maggie Lynn, with whom 
Nicki is living for the time 
being, says “She’ll make a 
gentle, loving pet, fine with 
children, for someone with a 
fenced yard in the suburbs or 
someone with farm area. 
She's too big to be a city dog, 
but she’s obedient and very 
even-tempered.” 

Animal Crusaders are 
opening what they call a Nicki 
Fund, to help meet the ex¬ 
penses involved in bringing 
Nicki to yictoria, and any 
other animals who need help. 

Their chief concern is the 
animal population explosion 
as a result of so many dogs 
and cats allowed to run loose, 


unneutered and unspayed. 
More widespread use of these 
operations would keep the pet 
population under control, and 
the organization is prepared 
to help where required in the 
cost involved.

For the past eight weeks, 
two very-tired troupes of 
Mexicans have been 
preaching that message 
across Canada. 

Staffers of two newly- 
purchased Canadian Pacific 
hotels in the Southern 
republic, the two groups 
started out in Toronto Jan. 1 
and then one group fanned 
eastward, the other west. 

The Western troupe is in 
Victoria this week at The 
Empress. 

This is the last stop on their 
cross-Canada hop and most of 
them can hardly wait to get 
home. 

For many it was the first 
time they had seen snow. 

‘‘And I hope it will be the 
last time,” said one of the few 
members of the troupe who 
speaks English. 

Especially bad, he added, 
was the group’s visit to 
Winnipeg when everybody 
woke up one morning to find 
themselves in the middle of a 
raging blizzard and no way to 
escape it. 

He summed up the group’s 
sentiments to the Queen City 
of the Canadian Plains in a 
descriptive Latin gesture. 

Victoria, while not quite as 
warm as home, at least is a 
little more acceptable, he 
said. 

According to chef Francisco 
Alvarez, one thing that 
worries many Canadians 
about Mexican food is its 
reputation for being hot and 
spicy. 

"Actually, it can be very 
delicate and savory,” he 
explained. 

The one thing that strikes 
Alvarez about his visit to 
Canada is “the excellence of 
your beef — it is among the 
best in the world.” 

And it disturbs him "that 
you only seem to want to eat it 
one way — broiled.” 

However, he readily admits 
that, to many Canadians, 
Mexico means tortillas and 
enchiladas and — if you feel 
like being a little adventurous 
here’s his recipe for En 
chiladas de Mole, designed to 
serve four. 

Mole sauce is made with 
three different kinds of hot 
peppers, but even professional 
chefs such as Alvarez prefer 
to save time and purchase it 
bottled. The other ingredients 
are: 

12 soft tortillas. 

A whole frying chicken 
which has been lightly sim¬ 
mered and the stock reserved 

Five chopped tomatoes. 

One chopped Spanish onion. 

Pepper, salt, chili pepper 

and garlic to taste.

A copy of the book, 
Macdonald added, was being 
sent to his department from 
Kelowna where police seized 
copies last Sunday. 

“The book appears to have 
been lost in the mail, much to 
the disgust of my staff,”

CANADA COUNCIL 

Little in sight 
for local groups 


Victoria’s cultural 
representatives asked lots of 
questions when they met 
Canada Council officers this 
week in Ncwcombc 
Auditorium but they got very 
few answers. 

And they certainly didn't 
get any more money — or 
even the promise of it. 

Senior council officials were 
noncommittal when asked 
why the Canada Council gave 
the Vancouver Symphony and 
Playhouse Theatre in 1972-73 
exactly 10 times the amount of 
grants given to the Victoria 
Symphony and Bastion 
Theatre 

Concern over the disparity 
in Vancouver and Victoria 
grants was voiced by several 
audience members. 

On another topic, officers 
were unequivocal: Choral 
organizations cannot hope for 
Canada Council funds to aid 
them in overseas visits. 

Only a specific choral 
performance that required a 
professional orchestra or 
guest soloists might anticipate 
assistance, said director 
Andre Fortier. 

Fortier said chances are 
remote that an opera 
organization in Victoria would 
get a sustaining grant. He 
advised Opera in Action that 
the council might be in¬ 
terested in a special project, 
but couldn’t afford the 
enormous costs of supporting 
an opera season. 


Canada Council will 
distribute $47 million dollars 
this year, with $20 million 
going to artists and cultural 
groups, chairman ‘John 
Prentice commented 

Questioned on East-West 
distributioa he said B.C. has, 
up to the present, received 
more Council funds per capita 
than either Ontario or Quebec. 

Wednesday’s session was 
one of two scheduled in Vic¬ 
toria during the course of a 
series of open meetings being 
held in British Columbia and 
Alberta. The second session 
took place Thursday at 
University of Victoria and 
related to the university 
community. 

Among organizations 
represented at the Wednesday 
session were Victoria Sym¬ 
phony, Conservatory of 
Music, Opera in Action, Arion 
Male Choir, Bastion Theatre, 
Victoria Theatre Guild, 
Company One and the 
Canadian Authors 
Association. 

In addition there were many 
individuals with interests 
ranging from media and films 
to scholarly publication.

Bids will be opened March 5 
for construction of three new 
B.C ferries. 

The bids are for two 378-car 
passenger ferries and one 64- 
vehicle commercial ferry. 
Observers say the original 
estimated price of $35 million 


for the three may be 10 to 15 
per cent lower than the actual 
bids. 

The two passenger ferries 
are destined for the Nanaimo- 
Lower Mainland run, while 
the commercial ferry will 
serve on the Swartz Bay- 
Tsawwassen run. 


Historic Coal Island has 
been made part of Fort Rodd 
Hill marine park. 

The island, in Esquimalt 
harbor, was used by the Royal 
Navy as early as 1860 for the 
storage of gunpowder, shells, 
fuses and mines, and was 
given to the federal parks 
branch by the provincial 
government. 

But vandalism in recent 
years has damaged and 
ruined many of the 15 at¬ 
tractive brick buildings on the 
l 1 i-acre island. 

A crew of nine is cleaning up 
and making a detailed in¬ 
ventory of what is on the 
island. 

Vandals have smashed 
walls for their red bricks and 
cut and stolen roof and floor 
beams. 


One building, believed to be 
the oldest, has collapsed. 
Even the interesting marine 
guardhouse has been 
damaged. 

Parks superintendent Jack 
Rippengale said no 
restoration plans have yet 
been drawn up for Coal Island. 

‘First we want to clean up 
and stabilize the aref," he 
said. "Some of the building 
may be repaired and others 
just left in ruins." 

Rippingale said the island 
ties in with the fort and with

The island was last used as 
a magazine storehouse in 1938. 
In 1957 it was declared as 
surplus, and sold by the 
department of national 
defence. The province bought 
the island to prevent it from 
falling into private hands.

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Right to work, labor 

Showdown year 


The Vancouver Island Right 
to Work organization has 
voted to begin a province-wide 
membership drive to prepare 
for an expected showdown 
with organized labor this 
year. 

Full time paid organizer 
starting immediately is Sam 
Snobelen of Victoria. 

He told the annual meeting 
of the Right to Work 
Association of Vancouver 
Island at the Sherwood Park 
Motel: 

"We need thousands of 
members, not just hundreds, 
because this will be a 
showdown year with the labor 
unions. We have to settle this 
thing once and for all.” 

The Vancouver Island Right 
to Work Association has 120 
members who believe con¬ 
tractors should be able to bid 
for jobs with non-union labor. 

Most of the members are 
small firms building single 
family homes but a few are 
large companies in townhouse 
and apartment construction. 

Snobelen said he would need 
a budget of about $10,000 for 
the first three months of the 
campaign and the Vancouver 
Island chapter voted to un¬ 
derwrite $5,000 of the amount. 
In addition, local members 
pledged $2,600 more in per¬ 
sonal guarantees in the event 
the membership drive fell 
short of expectations. 

At present there are less 
than 300 members in the 
organization in B.C. Besides 
the 120 on Vancouver Island, 
there are 20 in a Kelowna 
chapter and a similar number 
in Trail. Snobelen said the 
Trail chapter had pledged 
$1,700 towards the provincial 
membership drive. 

Snobelen said the major 
aims of the campaign would 
be to sign up thousands of 
members and then put 
pressure on the provincial 
government to amend its 
labor legislation. 

The association wants the 
government to abandon its 
restriction that only union 


companies can bid on public 
works projects and wants an 
easier path to remove in¬ 
formation pickets outside 
their construction projects. 
Members say their non-union 
employees have been 
harasswl by pickets urging 
them to join a union. 

Snobelen said he expected a 
showdown would come this 
year and condominium 
construction projects would 
be the battleground. 

He said there had been sort 
of a truce for several months 
with unionized firms handling 
the large apartment and 
commercial projects and non¬ 
union companies working on 
small single-family home 
contracts. 

With the emphasis shifting 
from single family homes to 
condominium construction, 
however, unions are becoming 
interested in residential work 
and the battle will be joined 
this year, Snobelen predicted. 

He said the provincial 
government could be 
pressured to amend its labor 
legislation only if the Right to 
Work Association became 
large enough to be politically 
significant. 

“Numbers is the only thing 
the government un¬ 
derstands." 


He said the association 
would not enter politics 
directly but, if it loses in its 
attempt to amend labor 
legislation, it would seek 
political allies. 

He said speeches by Op-, 
position leader Bill Bennett 
led him to believe that Social 
Credit might be sypathetic 
towards some of the aims of 
the Right to Work Association. 

Snobelen is interim 
president of the fledgling 
United Right to Work 
Association of B.C., which 
until this week was little more 
than a mailing address.' 
Robert Gillespie of Victoria, 
first vice-president of the 
Vancouver Island chapter, is 
a member of the provincial 
committee as well. 

The Right to Work 
movement was founded in 
Victoria just over two years 
ago. It had a founding 
membership of 230 but thif. 
has dwindled to the present 
level of 120 . 

Colin Blyth is the president 
of the local chapter and Hans 
Hart wig is immediate past 
president. 

Slogan of the association is: 
"Every employee has the 
right to work and every 
employer the right to 
manage."

“Forget it,” one leather- 
jacketed rider said, “you 
can’t get any straight answers 
out of him, man.” 

The bikers based their case 
on a number of con¬ 
siderations. 

Firstly, they said it is unfair 
that ICBC reduced by about 50 
per cent the original rates 
announced for smaller bikes 
when, according to them, 
bigger bikes are no more 
dangerous and are always 
driven by more experienced 
drivers. 

“It’s the inexperienced guys 
who drive small bikes. 
Somebody on a 650 has got 10 
years experience under their 
belt,” said one man. 

“Is it because straight 
people drive small bikes — 
because more people with lots 
of money and lots of power 
drive small trail bikes?” 
asked another. 

Strachan told them the rates 
were much higher than last 
year because private com¬ 
panies had given ICBC figures 
which showed they lost a great 
deal of money on motor¬ 
cyclists last year. 

The drivers argued that 86 
per cent of all motorcycle 
accidents are caused by 
automobile drivers. 

“We’re being discriminated 
against because we’re 
bikei s," said one. 

“NDP is a people’s 
government — aren’t we 
people,” another shouted. 

4 ‘We appreciate the fact that 
it’s your first year,” said a 
biker, “but can you accept 
that your mistake is hurting 
our pocketbooks?” 

The basic ratC3 for 
motorcycles start at $42 and 
run as high as $208 for bikes 
over 650 c.c. and riders under 
25 years of age, and range 
between $28 and $138 for 
riders over 25. 

Additional premiums are 
added to the basic rate for 
liability and other coverage. 

Many riders will be paying 
over $500 a year to insure 
large bikes. 

The bikers left after about 
two hours but promised they 
would be back. 

“We've got to do something. 
We’re all going to have to sell 
our bikes,” one motorcycle 
dealer said.

MPs shape 
egg recipe 


For four days straight, this 
week, the B.C. legislature 
talked about almost nothing 
else but chickens and eggs. 

Opposition MLAs zeroed in 
on the chicken and egg 
controversy, grilling 
Agriculture Minister Dave 
Stupich and Premier Barrett 
regarding the premier’s 
alleged strong-arm tactics in 
handling the B.C. egg and 
broiler marketing boards. 

The controversy is over 
court action by the B.C. Egg 
Marketing Board against two 
Interior egg producers. 

In two affidavits, former 
members of the egg 
marketing board charged that 
the premier ordered them to 
back off from court action and 
to substantially reduce fines 
against the Interior 
producers. 

The problems have resulted 
from disputes over expansion 
of the egg and chicken in¬ 
dustry, particularly in the 
Interior, on how to set 
production quotas and how to 
give representation to interior 
producers on the marketing 
boards dominated by the 
southern producers. 

The debate in the legislature 
disregarded most of these 
problems and opposition 
members never mentioned 
possible discrimination by 


southern producers against 
Interior producers. 

Instead, they kept ham¬ 
mering the premier for his 
alleged interference with the 
marketing boards 

In the light of two sworn 
affidavits that the premier 
leaned heavily on the boards 
to reduce charges against the 
two Interior producers, and in 
view of the premier’s denial in 
the House of having applied 
strong-arm tactics, the op¬ 
position is trying to prove that 
Barrett made misleading 
statements to the House. 

Speaker after speaker for 
four days repeated the same 
questions. Did the premier 
say the things alleged in the 
affidavits? Did he say they 
should come to an agreement 
or he would bring in a law 
covering it? 

Barrett as well as Stupich 
gave the same answers over 
and over again. The premier 
said he had told the board 
members they had acted like 
children and should settle 
their differences. 

Stupich who, according to 
one affidavit, is supposed to 
have said the matter was out 
of his hands and the premier 
had made his orders clear, 
replied that he couldn’t 
exactly remember what he 
told the board members.

on rollerskates 


The gas shortage won’t 
affect CJint Shaw’s trip across 
the United States this sum¬ 
mer. 

He’s going to roller skate all 
the way from New York City 
to Los Angeles. 

Shaw, a 32-year-old iron 
worker who lives at 517 
Langford, is out to increase 
his own record, set in 1967, 
when he roller skated 4,900 
miles across Canada. 

The 3,100 mile trip across 
the United States would bring 
his total mileage on skates to 
8,000, which would be a record 
according to the Guinness 
World Book of Records. 

However, more than record- 
setting is involved in the trip. 

Shaw is doing it to raise 
money for muscular 
dystrophy research. Mc¬ 
Donald's Hamburgers, which 
is sponsoring the trip, will

collect donations for this 
purpose from the public in 
cities along Shaw’s route. 

The trip will start May 1 at 
Battery Park, on the southern 
tip of Manhattan Island, “so I 
can dip my skate into the 
Atlantic.” 

Shaw expects to roll into Los 
Angeles on July 7. He plans to 
skate 56 days, but will take 
days out in cities like Cin- 


cinatti and Oklahoma to 
promote his cause. 

Money collected along the 
way will be presented by Shaw 
to comedian Jerry Lewis at 
his annual Labor Day telethon 
to raise money for muscular 
dystrophy 

Shaw expects to average 
about 60 miles a day, and his 
wife will follow him by car, 
meeting him at overnight 
stops each evening. 

When he reaches Los 
Angeles, Shaw will rest up 
three days and on July 11 at 10 
a.m. he’ll try to set another 
record. 

He plans to skate for 150 
hours continuously — six days 
and six hours — breaking the 
current record, 147 hours, set 
by an Oregon man in a roller 
skating marathon in Boise, 
Idaho, back in 1935. 

Shaw is not in training. 

“I hardly ever roller skate,” 
he said. “I’m an iron worker 
and after work I’m too tired.”

Nobody will talk officially but, unofficially, it’s confirmed 
the United States has clamped secrecy on the number of U.S. 
ships taking part in an international exercise this month. 

And the reason for secrecy is the amount of fuel used while 
the U.S. is reeling under an energy crisis. 

HMCS Gatineau, HMCS Terra Nova, HMCS Provider and 
the submarine HMCS Rainbow left Esquimau this week to take 
part in the exercise, which begins Monday in waters off San 
Diego. 

A Canadian service spokesman, who normally releases full 
details of such exercises, said the Americans requested that the 
numbers of U.S. ships taking part not be released, or their 
names. Even the name of the exercise is to be kept under wraps. 

He said the request had been channelled through a U.S. 
information officer at Pearl Harbor in Hawaii, Lt.-Cmdr. Grant 
Baker. 

The four Canadian ships are slated to return to their home 
port March 30.

Board to probe 
grounding of ship 


A board of inquiry is in¬ 
vestigating the grounding of 
the gate vessel HMCS Porte 
■ ( Quebec during an exercise in 
‘ Barkley Sound on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. 

The incident occurred 
shortly after midnight. The 
Porte Quebec was about to 
return to Esquimau, having 
landed a contingent of soldiers 
from the 3rd Battalion, 
Princess Patricia’s Canadian 
Light Infantry, who were 
taking part in mock com¬ 
mando exercises. 

The ship was manned by 
naval reservists from HMCS 
Malahat under the command 
of Cmdr Mike Hadley, a 
professor at the University of 
Victoria. 

She was in company with 
another gate vessel, HMCS 
Porte de la Reine, which had a 


reservist crew from HMCS 
Discovery 

The Porte Quebec hit a 
shoal, gouging her port side in 
three places, the deepest-hit 
areas suffering hairline 
fractures. 

“Luckily, the part of the hull 
hit was in water-tight com¬ 
partment areas,” a service 
spokesman said. 

The Porte Quebec’s 
propeller blades and shaft 
were also damaged. 

She was able to make her 
home port under her own 
steam, reducing speed to an 
average of three knots. 

She has received temporary 
repairs but will have to be 
drydocked for a more per¬ 
manent job later.

the legal tracks due at least in 
part to incorrect legal advice 

The fines were imposed by 
Judge William Ostler against 
Slegg Forest Products Ltd., 
president Eric Robert Slegg 
and employee John Maxwell 
Potter The judge emphasized 
the offence was not as serious 
as many violations of the B.C. 
Securities Act. 

The Slegg organization 
decided in 1971 to have one 
firm build the mill to produce 
lumber which a second firm 
would use to build homes and 
a third would finance the 
building. 

Testimony during the trial 
showed Slegg got legal advice 
that debentures could be sold 
to close personal friends and 
business associates without 


issuance of a prospectus or 
registration of salesmen — 
and that former Slegg 
debenture buyers could be in 
that gfroup. 

The trial was of the forest 
products firm and its 
president on a 10-count 
Securities Act charge and 
Ostler ruled Jan. 2 that both 
were guilty of selling 
debentures without 
prospectus or registration, 
even though legal advice was 
followed. 

Ostler said then it was “no 
defence that a defendant used 
(such) diligence" but added 
the sentence could reflect the 
president’s diligence. 

He fined the company a 
total of $208 on the 10 counts, 
then set a total fine of $400 and 


a nominal one-day jail term 
for the president, who will not 
spend any time in jail. 

John Maxwell Potter, a 
company official who did most 
of the debenture selling, then 
pleaded guilty to a similar 10- 
count charge while prosecutor 
Bruce Morrison entered a stay 
of proceedings on a similar 
charge for a third official, 
John Barclay Graham. 

Ostler’s sentence for Potter 
was a total fine of $800 plus 
one day in jail. He indicated 
the fine was larger than 
Slegg’s because Potter 
strayed outside his selling 
instructions from the 
president and sold a few 
debentures to new buyers. 

The judge said he hoped the 
public would not misun¬ 


derstand the sentence. He said 
the public may think all 
financial offences are alike 
but “this man (Slegg) is on the 
lower scale of culpability" 
because of what Ostler felt 
was incorrect legal advice. 

He also noted each charge 
contained 10 counts but ac¬ 
tually dealt with only five 
sales and Morrison added 
prosecution policy is to lay 
charges in connection with 
more than one sale for the 
technical reason of showing a 
continuing offence occurred 

Defence lawyer Lloyd 
McKenzie said negotiations to 
sell the mill are going on and 
should “reimburse all in¬ 
vestors in full, if con¬ 
summated.”

38 -cent wage hike 
accepted by IWA 



' While tradesmen booked off 
work in protest, the In¬ 
ternational Woodworkers of 
America decided this week to 
accept recommendations for a 
38 cent an hour wage increase 
retroactive to Aug. 7. 

The increases were 
recommended by Dr. Noel 
Hall, who had been appointed 
as a third party in the dispute 
over mid-contract wage 
revisions. 

There was no word Thur¬ 
sday from Forest Industrial 
Relations on industry’s 
reaction to the report. 

In addition to the 
tradesmen's increase. Hall 
recommended a 20 cent an 
hour increase for apprentices. 

A third recommendation 
called cm both sides to work 
out. in contract negotiations 
which open Monday, 
procedures for an in-depth 
arfalysis of trade 
classifications, or for a sub¬ 
committee to deal with special 
problems in some categories. 


IWA regional president 
Jack Munro acknowledged 
that tradesmen are upset 
about the amount of the set¬ 
tlement, but said the im¬ 
portant thing was that Hall 
had recognized the im¬ 
portance of giving across the 
board increases which con¬ 
tinued wage differences 
previously negotiated. 

The basic IWA rate for 
tradesmen will go from $&.*/ 
an hour to $6.25. Heavy duty 
mechanics will receive $6.51 
and electricians will get 
between $6.40 and $6.66 an 
hour if FIR also accepts the 
recommendations. 

Tradesmen in various locals 
on the mast honk pH off work in 
protest against the recom¬ 
mendations. Hardest hit was 
Port Alberai where some 500 
tradesmen were off work 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

Meanwhile both FIR and the 
IWA were preparing for 
master contract negotiations 


due to start Monday. 

The union is asking for a 
general $1 an hour increase on 
a base rate of $4.45, and a cost 
of living increase. 

The current contract ex¬ 
pires June 15.

Instead, it was an occasion 
largely for clarifying what the 
rezoning proposals entail for 
homeowners in the area, and 
for voicing some individual 
conce-ns and complaints. 

Council listened and then, as 
expected, duly passed the two 
bylaws, which have the effect 
of downzoning the areas 
concerned. 

One rezones the stretch of 
Dallas between San Jose and 
Dock from medium density 
apartment to duplex. The 
other replaces the present 
light industrial zoning over a 
large wedge of western James 
Bay, bounded by Dallas, 
Kingston and Montreal, with a 
new low-density zone for 
attached housing.

Inclusion of Grade 7s in the 
new junior high schools is 
expected to relieve some 
population pressure from the 
district’s elementary schools.
